WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 12.—The 
en- 


tire American sugar industry will be 
placed under government control Oct. 1, 
the food administration announced last 
night by tho institution of a licensing 
system to include manufacture, reiln- 
ing and imports. The step was decided 
on with the approval of President Wil- 
son, to prevent speculative prices and 
assure equitable distribution. 
"The critical situation in the sugar 


markets, anticipated during the 
fall 


months, 
makes prompt action neces- 


sary " said the announcement. 
"General licensing of the industry 
will serve, as a step toward the regula- 
tion of prices by the prevention of spec- 
ulation and the securing ot proper dis- 
tribution. The sugar problem being one 
of distribution, as well as of supply, the 
solution Is to be brought about by vol- 
untary agreemerts with the trades, the 
essential principles of which 
already 


have been settled." 
Beet sugar producers already nave ac- 
cepted a scale ol prices nuKRested by 
the food administration which means a 
saving to tho consuming public of more 
than $30 000,000 between now and the 
lirst of the year. 
Cane sugar rentiers 
have agreed to import all their require- 
ments through a committee to bo named 
by the food administration, which will 
apportion shipments among them. ' 
Institution of a licensing system will 
prevent hoarding and insure a stabilized 
price, according to food administration 
officials. Within a short time the foud 
administration will announce a price at 
which wholesale sugar should be de- 
livered to all the centers.

full growth without meat. 


It is up to the United States to 


make a strenuous effort to overcome 
the meat shortage. 
There are two

they could cut down their meat diet 
to what their physical and mental 
needs require.

"Never before -in this country nor 
this world has a more democratic army 
resulted than this National Army will 
be.

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 12.—The 
en- 


tire- American sugar industry will be 
placed under government control Oct 1, 
the food administration announced last 
night by the institution of .a licensing 
system to include .manufacture, refin- 
ing and imports. The step was decided 
on with tho approval of President Wil- 
son, to prevent speculative prices and 
assure equitable distribution. 
"The critical situation in the sugar 


markets, anticipated during the 
fall 
months, 
makes prompt action neces- 


sary," said the announcement. 
"General licensing of the Industry 
will serve as a step toward the regula- 
tion of prices by the prevention of spec- 
ulation and the securing of proper dis- 
tribution. The sugar problem being one 
of distribution, as well as of aupply, the 
solution is to be brought about by vol- 
untary agreements with the trades, the 
essential principles.of which 
already 


have been settled." 
Beet sugar producers already have ac- 
cepted a Bcalu ot prices suggested by 
the food administration which means a 
saving to the consuming public of more 
than 530,000,000 between now and the 
ilrst of the year. ' pane sugar rennerB 
have agreed to import all their require- 
ments through a committee to bo named 
by the food administration, which will 
apportion shipments amone them. 
Tnstitution of a licensing system will 
prevent hoarding and insure a stabilized 
price, according to food administration 
officials. Within a short time the food 
administration will announce a price^at 
which wholesale sugar' should be de- 
livered to all the centers.

meat supply. 


It is true that the United States ha: 
'increased Its number o£ hogs and cat- 
tle since the war began. 
But that 


Increase is so alight that it is en 
tirely overbalanced by 
the 
world'; 


total decrease. 
There are now 115, 


005,000 fewer meat-producing animals 
in the world than there were before 
the war. 
The decrease in cattle has 


been 28,080,000; in sheep, 54,500,000; 
in hogs, 32,425,000. 


Europe won't be able to do anything 


to increase the supply, because of lack 
of fodder and of facilities for farm- 
ing. 
The live- stock is being killed 


because the pasture land 
is being 


plowed to be seeded with wheat or 
oats. 


And while the 
supply 
decreases 


rapidly, the need for meat supplies is 
increasing steadily. 
There are great 


armies of soldiers who 
must 
have 


meat, and millions of men and wom- 
en . doing hard 
physical 
labor 
who 


need .meat for nourishment. 
There 


are children who won't attain 
their 


full growth without meat. 


It is up to the United States to 


make a strenuous 'effort to overcome 
the meat shortage. 
There are two 


ways for the people of this country 
to go about it. 
One is to eat less 


meat. 
Americans in general cat a 


good deal more meat than they need. 
With good effect on purse and health, 


• they could cut down their meat diet 


to what- their physical and mental 
needs require. 


The other way is even more im- 


portant 
And that is to increase the 


livestock 
production. 
Flocks 
and 


herds in this country should be great- 
ly Increased. 
And no farmer or stock 


grower need worry about financial 
loss because of over-production. There 
can't be any over-production for years 
to come. 
And the prices are going 


to stay up high enough to gratify the 
producer and make his patriotism pay 
mighty well. 


STATE SOCIALISM, ALTERNATIVE 


Critics of the government's 
war 


measures complain that regulating in- 
dustries, fixing prices 
and limiting 


profits is "socialistic." 
It is. 


These extensions of federal 
power 


over our transportation, 
our food- 


stuffs, our war materials and various 
basic necessaries of life are o£ the 
very essence of socialism. They rep- 
resent the concerted 
effort 
of 
our 


whole society to curb the economic 
activities of its unsocial individuals. 


And the movement may go much 


further. 
It will go just as far as the 


greedy individuals in question compel 
it. to go, by persisting in their effort 
to profit unduly from a war which the 
nation is waging at great cost for a 
noble purpose. 


If 
they persist 
in their greedy 


profiteering, they will force the gov- 
ernment to fasten a still firmer grip 
on 
the 
country's 
industries 
and 


wealth. 
Instead of loose regulation, 


they may then see public ownership. 


The New York World truly says, in 


calling attention to this possibility: 


"The war can 
leave 
the United 


States, with a most gigantic experi- 
ment in state socialism on its hands. 
It can leave the government in full 
possession of innumerable industries, 
with no means of turning them back 
to private operation. 
If that is what 


our captains of industry want, they 
can easily get it." 


Of course, it is not what they want 


Wherefore they had better acquiesce 
as gracefully as possible in the pres- 
ent comparatively mild measures of 
government control, and assume the 
role of patriots 
and 
good 
sports 


whether they like it or not. 


SUFFRAGE DOWNED 


- The state of Maine has defeated the 


woman suffrage amendment by a vote 
of almost two to one. 
Had 
the 


suffragists who are pestering Presi- 
dent Wilson at 
the White 
House, 


called upon him to ask in what way 
they could be of most service during 
the war, they would have won the 
respect of every citizen of Maine as 
well 
as of every other non-suffrage 


state. 
But in the midst of a ter- 


rible war when all are called to serv- 
ice, not only do they not respond, but 
they 
actually 
adopt 
extraordinary 


measures to annoy and embarrass the 
president at a time when he has to 
deal with some of the greatest prob- 
lems that over occupied the mind of 
any ruler. 


Even if tho president did 
promise 


o support the woman suffrage cause 
which he did not do without reserve, 


would be fully justified in putting 


t aside until after the war. 
If tho 


suffragists, including that new cham- 
pion, . Dudley Field Malone, had not 
nude asses or more properly speak- 
ng mules of themselves, there might 
be a different story to tell in the state 


f Maine. 


BOTANY AND NATIONAL DEFENSE 


What has a botanical committee to 


do with defending the nation? 
Not 


much, at first glance. 
Yet the botan-- 


leal raw products committee of the 
National Research Council Is an im- 
portant division of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense. 


Botanical experts on this commit- 


tee are working in the interests of 
industrial efficiency. It is up to them 
to locate raw products that formerly 
came from other countries but have 
been cut of£ by the war. 


It is eaid that In many industries 


buyers 
have 
purchased 
materials 


from foreign concerns without know- 
ing how or where they were 
pro- 


duced, and sometimes without realiz- 
ing their utter dependence on the for 
elgn firms supplying them. 
When 


the source of supply was 
suddenly 


blocked, the Industries were seriously 
crippled. 
It is the business of tho 


botanical committee to find out tho 
geographic and 
specific 
sources of 


these materials and to seo to it that 
buyers can get hold of them again in 
the needed quantities. 


Among Its definite lines of activity 


the committee will collect data on all 
plants having economic 
value, and 


give this Information to tho manutac 
turers. 
It will investigate trade re- 


quirements, discover now geographic 
•ources of plants,, cultivate them us 
far na posnlblo In the United Slates 
to meet trade nocda, discover equiva- 
lents and substitutes, Innrn the trade 
roqulfomenta of now mnlcrlnln imd 
adopt raw products to new uses.
